starting th e state highway program 
for the coming year, are brought 
against 
the

N athan K. Sm ith of this city. 
W hile Mr. Sm ith is unable to 
state how m uch money Is available 
for road construction wwk in Penn­ 
sylvania, he feels th a t it would run 
into millions, and states th a t politics 
is back of the procra.stination. 
The m anner in which road con­ 
tracts are awarded is explained by 
Mr. Sm ith as follows: 
“Every few weeks, bids are asked 
of various contractors for the con- 
struction of roads .scattercKi through­ 
out the .state, each bid being for a 
portion of a road, varying from a 
m inim um of about half a mile to a 
m axim um 
of 
approxim ately 
ten 
miles. 
At these ‘lettings’, there are 
usually aw arded 
contracts 
totally 
about forty miles of road at an ag­ 
gregate cost of around two million 
dollars. 
As .soon as the.^e contracts 
are awarded, which in m ost ca.ses, 
happens with a very few’ days after 
tiie reading of the bids, considerable 
activity starts long before construc­ 
tion work actually begins. 
Con­ 
struction itself. becaiLse of w eather 
conditions, cannot lusually sta rt u n ­ 
til about M arch 1, but prior to th a t 
time, th e people in 
the 
building 
trades, thase interested in supply­ 
ing m aterials to contractors im m e­ 
diately get busy. 
They are obliged 
to employ additional help and m uch 
activity m anifests itself.” 
In 1930, Mr. Sm ith claims there 
was such a letting on February 3, 
another February 4. and another 
February 14. 
In 1929, lettings were 
held on February 6 and February 
7; while in 1928, there were lettings 
on January 22 and January 27. 
This year, he charges, although 
the work is most needed, there has 
been no such letting, and as far as 
he knows, none is scheduled in the 
near future.
